Tue latest news of the progress 
of counsels at Peking contains a 
curious mixture of matter for sor 
row and matter for mirth. It ix 
hard to repress a smile in reading 
of the proposed establishment of a 
peerage school for the education of 
sons of princes and nobles. in their 
prospective duty as members of a 
Chinese House of Lords ; when we 
remember what heated controversies 
are raging about the venerable 
heads of ourown Upper Chamber : 
while from any point of view the 
school, as suggested hy Pao Hsi, 
Vice-President of the Board of 
Education, will appear no other 
than a cynical example of the art 
of putting cart before horse. But 
it is in the announcement that the 
date has practically been fixed, on 
which their Excellencies

and regret. It was originally in- 
tended that princes of the blood 
should be sent abroad to study for- 
eign constitutions with a view to 
what China might adopt for her 
own new régime. This course was 
abandoned ; partly through fear of 
anarchists, a trivial piece of timidity 
which might have been safely dis 
regarded even if it were ever 
seriously felt ; partly heeause the 
princes were suid to be needed to 
advise at Peking.

THE FAR EAST.

object. are neither few nor easy to 
overcome. But there is no reason 
to assume that they are insuperable, 
and there need be no reason to take 
other than an optimistic view of the 
situation. 

Chinese writers have explained 
what, from their point of view, are 
some of the advantages that would 
be likely to accrue to the nation us 
the rosult of the adoption of the 
Kuanhua as the common language 
of the people in all parts of the 
Empire. It is contended that it 
will make them more sympathetic 
towards each other, and tend to 
lessen, or even altogether obli- 
terate, that strong feeling of 
suspicion and dislike, to employ no 
stronger terms, which is so fre- 
quently displayed by the people of 
one province towards those of 
another. This will also mean that 
internal commerce will be greatly 
developed and carried on under 
much more favourable conditions 
than at presont. It will indirectly 
bring about the removal of many 
vexatious impedimenta which at 
present exerciso a deterrent effect 
‘on the trade and commerce of the 
country. The complaint — that| 
Chinese students educated abroad 
frequently write in foreign lan- 
guages rather than their own no 
longer will be heard when the 
easily acquired and widely under- 
stood Kuanhua displaces the dif- 
ficult and, comparatively speaking, 
little understood Wenli as the 
written language of China, An 
enormous increase, also, would 
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mental power, and bring the 
widely separated provinces and 
dependencies of the Empire 
into closer relationship and union 
with the Central Government. 

It is contended by some, that, 
while there is no question as to the 
desirability of securing a common 
language for the whole of China, 
there are, at the same time, grave 
doubts as to whether the Kuanhua 
will meet the requirements of the 
case. If this be so it is difficult to 
conjecture what could be advanced 
as a substitute. Kuanhna is at 
present the prevailing speech of all 
but three provinces and probably is 
understood by at least five-sixths of 
the whole population of the Em- 
pire. That it has serious defects as 
a language for every-day use will 
le readily admitted. It is, for 
example, not well adapted to receive 
help from other languages. ‘The 
great modern languages of the 
‘Western world have been greatly 
enriched and beautified, and ren- 
dered infinitely more useful, by 
their capacity to borrow from other 
languages, both ancient and 
modern. ‘The peculiar nature of 
the Chinese language precludes 
the doing of this, at least to any 
appreciable ext It may be, 
however, that, in course of time, 
some genius will arise who will be 
able to suggest such improvements 
of the language as will furnish 
some adequate remedy for this and 
other defects which might be in- 
dicated. Unquestionably ns the 
people go forward in the path of 
progress their language will have 
to be pruned and modified to suit 
the altered state of things. But 













soon be observable in the number, 
of those able to read, which would 
inevitably tend to bring about a 
much higher order of intelligence 
among the people than at present 
exists. If, as one writer lucidly 
put it, China wishes to keep 
abreast of the times and swim in

this is only what has happened to 
the English, German and other 
languages, which, by long processes 
of evolution, developed into 
such efficient instruments of every- 
day speech. There are no very 
cogent reasons why the Kuanhua 
should not also undergo such modi- 
fications as will make it fit for the 
purpose suggested—to become the 
common vehicle of speech in all 
parts of the vast Chinese Empire.

sufficient supply of furniture for the 
needs of those whose businees takes them 
to the building daily.

dificlty is experienced in securing 
chairs. After exhausting a great deal 
‘of patience one is lucky if a rickety 
chinese stool, without a back, is forth- 
coming, and to say the least of it these 
stools cannot be called comfortable 
when one bas to sit on thein for two or 
three hours at a time. It seems a pity 
that the authorities do not instal per- 
manent desks for the use of lawyer 
and the press. It would certainly 
save a great deal of discomfort and 
annoyance to , those concerned. For 
the past five Years the present state 
of things has been tolerated, but 
pow with the ever-increasing —de- 
mands upon the time of the Coun 
sorely some improvement can bw 
effected. There is. another matter 
which also calls for urgent attention, if 
not for the active intervention of the 
Health Office. For some days pas 
the offensive odour that has pervaded 
the upper Court room has been almost 
unendurable—to foreign noses, at any 
rate. Yesterday morning the proces- 
ings practically came to n standstill fur 
8 quarter of an hour owing to the 
stench. One of the counsel engaged 
drew the attention of the Court to the 
matter, with the result that runners 
were xent in all directions to scatter 
Jeye's finid, But the remedy eavovt 
be found so easily as this, and if 
foreigners have to frequent the upper 
cbamber an effort mast be made tu 
render it not merely more habitable, but 
less dangerous to health. 
THE BRAIN-BROKERS.

A NATIVE CELEBRATION 
OF ROBERT MORRISON'S 

COMING TO CHINA. 

Everybody knows by this time that 
the missionaries of Canton are bent upon 
erecting in Canton a Memorial Hall to 
perpetuate the memory of Morrison 
and his work. This project bas been 
accepted as feasible by those who are 
it, and as worthy by all those 
ave given it auy attention both in 
China and thronghont the world, The 
xreat undertaking has been well sup- 
ported both in the Orient and the Occi- 
dent. The great gatherings, however, 
which made September 6 such « marked 
day in Canton are only indirectly con- 
nected with this scheme. They were 
4 purely native outburst of enthusinsm, 
and were intended simply to express 
appreciation of Morrison's work. 


The functions that formed part of 
the commemoration wore arranged by 
the natives themselves in a very able 
manner, Tt was decided, some time 
since, to hold a series of big meetings 
on the Centenary Anniversary of Mor- 
risou’s arrival at Canton in 1807. They 
were to commence on September 8. 
As there was no building in Canton 
large enongh to accommodate the crowds 
that were expected to gather, it was 


























_ {decided (o erect an original structure of 


bamten, which is known in official 
documents ax "The Bamboo Taber- 
nacle.” Everybody knows that the 
Chinese in the South of China are very 
clever in erecting such buildings. ‘They 
are constantly arranging them for travel- 
ling actors to play in, as well as for 
idol birthdays to accommodate the 
crowds that come together to worship. 
Such structures are erected entirely of 
bamboo poles, and these poles are 
fastened together with shreds of rattan 
kin, and then the whole is roofed in 
with the leat of palms.

NEW COALFIELDS. 
A short time ago # steamer wi 
rtered here to take several perso 
to Dutch North Borneo in order to dix 
cover the nature of some coal fields said 
to be there, and, further, to brine back 
some of the coal in order that its proper 
ties might be tested in Hongkong.

For many seasons, lwd doubtless by 
the requirements of the Royal Society 
for the Protection of Birds, the 
fashionable woman has adorned her 
head-gear almost entirely with the 
produce of the farmyard.

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Nothing, however, can quite quench 
the demand for the fairy lightness of 
finish imparted by the egret. A case 
recently occurred in Rangoon, where 
the customs officials found two natives 
in undeclared possession of two large| 
consignments of egrets’ feathers. A 
suit was instituted under the Wild 
Birds’ Protection Act, as a kind of test 
case to determine whether the posses- 
sion of the feathers without the body of 
the bird, dead or alive, is illegal. ‘The 
result can scarcely be said to be encour 
aging as the men were let off with o 
nominal fine, but attention at least has 
been drawn to the fact that this dainty 
creature requires more stringent laws in 
foree to ensure its protection during 
the breeding season. The lover of birds 
will be interested to know that there 
have heen several attempts made to 
nataralize English thrushes and black- 
birds in India. In Darjeeling, after » 
fruitless attempt to get them to breed | 
in captivity, they were let free: the 
thrushes have evidently entirely dis-'

That is the question 
which thoughtful people in France are 
ing themselves. It is hardly likely 
that France will simply withdraw when

the blood of her soldiers and sailors 
spent a good deal of money, for: 
which she will naturally want some 
return, even if there is no more fight- 
ing. The French and Spanish troops 
cannot leave the town and its Enropean 
inhabitants to the mercy of the savage 
tribes in the neighbourhood. As Comte 
de St. Maurice, the foreign editor of 
“Gil Blas,” remarked to me, it is 
simply the beginning of colonization on 
the usual lines, It is the history,” 
he said, “of the Americans in-Cuba, the 
French in Indo-China and the English 
in Egypt, repeating itself in Morocco.

DISCIPLINED DEPUTIES. 

Delegates from all the socialist 
organizations in France have held a 
three hours’ heated debate in congress at 
Nancy over a proposal to make their de- 
puties pay 6,000 francsa year out of their 
Parliamentary allowance into the party 
fonds. Immediately after Parliament 
voted to increase this allowance from 
9,000 francs to 15,000 francs, the So- 
cialist deputies declared that they would 
not touch a cent of the extra money, 
but a few days later they changed their 
minds and announced their intention of 
keeping half. For this they were severe- 
ly taken to task at Nancy. One irate 
delegate told them they ought to live as 
frugally as they did before their allow- 
ance was raised, and another openly 
expressed his belief that they 
wanted the extra money for riotons 








living. Finally it was decided 
that the party interests would 
be satisfied “aud its dignity 


preserved by the voluntary payment 
of 3,000 francs » year by each socialist 
deputy. So far as the socialists are 
concerned, the increase in the parlia- 
mentary allowance has resulted in about 
£6,000 » year being transferred from 
the ratepayers’ pockets to wirepulling 
organizations. Other deputies have 
benefited little, because their consti- 
tuents insist on having a big share of 
the extra mouey in the shape of subscrip- 
tions for local enterprises, hospitality 
and the hundred and one ways in which 
the sovereign people manages to make 
its representatives pay for their dignity.

THE MEETING OF THE 
EMPERORS. 

Now that the Tsar has returned, and 
have elapsed si 
Swinemiinde interview, 
diplomatic incident, which aroused at 
the time it took place xu 
among diplomatic circles in all the 
capitals of Europe, is beginning to be 
better appreciated here. 

The “Russ (August 10), after 
reviewing all the facts in connexion 
with this interview, comes to the 


















‘conclusion that most of the enthusiam 


was on Germany's side. The reasons 
are: (1) the Emperors only shook hands 
when they met, but did not embrace: 
(2) the Russian sailors were not allowed 
ashore, lest they should indulge in 
Germanophiledemonstationsi/a Tonloi 
(3) Prince von Billow and M. Lav 
did not receive decorations, but only 
presents; (4) Germany's’ conduct 
throughout this interview and the 
tenor of her — bulletins, official 
and semi-offcial, regarding it, were 
just a shade warmer than Russia's. 
ho Russ" proves this point by 
carefal comparison of the various 
bulletins in question issued by both 
sides. Finally and most important 
reason of all, Russia did not send her 
fleet. to accompany the Tsar, and she 
officially declared that the visit was 
nothing more than a visit and  vns 
entirely devoid of political significance. 

Thus reasons the “Russ,” but 
the impartial observer cannot but 
see a faint and most tactful 
warning to France for her anti- 
Russian agitation, and the almost 
imperceptible beginnings of a uatnral 
and expected alliance between the two 
most despotically ruled of the European 
Powers in these repeated visits to. the 
German Emperor ; while the President 
of Russia's only ‘ally is left severely 
alone. 

BROTHER NATIONS. 

That Germany and Russia are cont 
ing gradually together is shown by 
many indications. One of them is an 
article which appeared on August 10 
in the “ Novoe Vremya”” fron: the pen 
of the best-known feuilletonist in Russia, 
M. Menshikoff. “His article of August 
10 is headed “ Brother Nations,” and 
it refers to Russia, Germany and 
Austria, which Mr. Menshikoff would 
like to see allies. He says that there 
never was war, properly speaking, be- 
tween the Russians and the Germans or 
Austrians, but that, on the contrary, 
the Muscovites saved Germany in the 
time of Napoleon and saved Austria, 
Ister on, when it suppressed the Hun- 
garian insurrection. Moreover there 
never has been (he says) between the 
Ruseians and Germans that feeling of 
enmity witch has existed so long be- 






































tween the Russians and the Poles. 
Russia, Austrin and Germany are 
natural allies, Germany's future lies 
“on the sea,” Austria's to the south, 
Russia's to the east, therefore these 
three nations “standing back to back 
Tike the three Graces” have no reason 
to compete with one another.

To his astonishment and 
chagrin, however, he was rebuked 
for his ‘pains and told to release the 
prisoner instantly. 
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LYNCH LAW IN RUSSIA, 
Ax most of the police in Russia are 
down harmless 
ve ex-members of 
the last two Dumas, the conntry dis- 
tricts are left to take care of themselves, 
so that lynch law of a very savage kind 
very often takes the place of regular 
jnstice. A typical case has just been 
reported from Vozdvizhensky village, 
Makarievsky parish, A fire broke out 
this village and consumed thirty-four 
ts, Suspicion fell on a young peasant 
called Pieukin, a ne'er-do-we'el of 
illegitimate birth, but mach beloved of 
the village girls on account of his good 
looks, who had, it was alleged, threat- 
ened to burn down the house of # local 
shop-keeper in which the fire afterwards 
originated. Tu an informal consultation 
held among themselves the elders of the 
village condewned him to death. The 
subsequent scene is thus described. 
“The enraged mob _ precipitated 
themselves on Pienkin while he was 
helping to work the primitive fire-enygine 
of the village. One man struck him a 
blow with a hatchet. Then others then 
threw him into the fire.  Pienkin 
jumped ont of the fire, wherenpon the 
same operation was repeated. He finally 
succeeded in escaping from the crowd 
by running through passages where the 
flames had gained so much mastery that 
the others did not dare to follow him. 
His hair and his clothes were burned, 
but he escaped into the woods. The 
whole village then set ont to chase hina, 
sone on foot others on horseback. One 
horseman overtook him in s clearing 
and knocked him down with a blow of 
hatchet. ‘Then everybody who came 
‘up began to beat him, They beat hin 
so soundly that some people said he was 
already dead, but just then Pienkin was 
heard to mutter something, sothe Mujit 
cried “Into the fire with him! Into 
the fire with him!" ‘They then seized 
the unfortunate man, brnised aud bara 
cd ax he was, tied him to a cart, 
carried him to the scene of the con- 
fiagration and once moro threw him 
into the flames. But Pienkin, who 
seemed to have as many lives as a cat, 
once more jumped out of the fire and 
tried to run away, but could not, owing 
to his feet being tied. The Mujike next, 
put abag over his head and tied it 
firmly around his waist, at the same 
time seonring his hands behind his 
back. Then they threw him again 
into the heart of the conflagration, 
taking care this time to pile burning 
beams of wood on top of him, This 
time he did not escape, and when the 
peasants cleared away the débris next 
day, they found that a few charred 
bones were all that was left of the hand- 
some young Pienkin.

The Conncil earnestly rejnests the 
co-operation of the public in enabling 
the Police to carry out their instrac- 
tions :— 

TRAFFIC. 

1.—Drivers must keep on the left- 
hand side of the rond, and when passing 
other vehicles going in the same di 
tion must do so on the right-hand side. 

Note.—In spite of the above Regula- 
tion it is the habit of both ricsha 
coolies and mafoos to keep as far 
from. the left-hand curb as can, 
Employers by instructing their ricsha 
coolies and —mnfoos to keep as 
near the left-hand side of the road ax 
possible will greatly lighten the work 
‘of the traffic constables, 

2.—Slow and heavy traffic must 
keep to the sides of the road, leaving 
the centre for fast trafic, 

Note—Rieshas should hug the 
curb and give way to faster carriage 
traffic ; carriages in turn to motor-cars, 

3.—Every driver when passing over 
a bridge or crossing, or when turning a 
corner must slow down, and when tarn- 
ing a corner to the left he must do so 
as sharply as possible, and to the right 
miust take a good sweep. 

4.—No driver must approach a cross- 
ing on the wrong side of the road, or 
attempt to pass other vehicles going in 
the same direction where a good view 
ahead cannot be obtained.

AUTOMATIC TARGETS. 
Many efforts have been made to 
design an automatic register for targets, 
but hitherto the inventions have proved 
so complicated and expensive that they 
were considered impracticable for re- 
gular nse at the butts, Yet the great 
benefit to be derived from au automatic 
register, not ouly for economy, but also 
asa means of securing an infallible re- 
cord of hits, has been so freely recognized 
that. persistent efforts have been made 
resulting in the production of various 
contrivances, which it was hoped would 
meet the requirements. ‘The comnon 
idea has been to cnt up a target into 
sections and for each section to be con- 






























nected with the corresponding part 
of a miniature target -at the firing 
point, by a separate wire. A system 


of that kind necessitates the use of 
240 lengths of wire, if for instance. the 
target were divided into forty sections 
and there were six firing points at 
different ranges. The cost of the 
copper wire, necessary for “electrical 
wacahnism alone, would be probibitive, 








From Australian papers it appears 
that an Australian electrical engineer 
has overcome these difficulties by means, 
of one signal wire, and a resetting wire 
which automatically restores to its 
proper position the section of the target 
struck by the bullet. ‘The scorers 
standing at the firing mound can record 
all the shots, while the marksman can 
fire away as rapidly as he wishes. ‘The 
inventor is Mr. S. A. M. Rose ax. 
tom. 8, Some time ago a_riffem 
expressed to Mr. Rose the opinion that 
it should be possible to adopt some 
mechanical means of marking targets. 
Mr. Rose sct his mind to work, and 
evolved a system which he has now 
patented, not only in Australia, but in 
twenty-two other countries. The point 
of difference between Mr. Rose's inven- 
tion and that of other inventors of 
electrical targets is that two wires arc 
said to perform the same service as a 
comple of hundred.

ASSOCIATION. 


STREAMS OF STARS. 

The British Association met at 
Leicester on July 31, To « brilliant 
gathering at the Opera House Sir 
David Gill, the President, delivered 
an address on the Stellar Universe. 
Tn a learned and comprehensive speech 
he dealt with the past achievements of 
‘astronomy, and then turned to the 
future and its requirements. The 
magnitude of the task undertaken by 
the modem astronomer is, to some 
extent, realized by the public, but one 
Passaze from the address of the 
Astronomer Royal at the Cape is worth 
quoting: “ By patient, long-continued 
Inbour in the minute sifting of numer- 
ical results the grand discovery has 
been made that a great part of space, 
#0 far as we have visible knowledge of 
it, is occupied by two majestic streams 
of stars travelling in opposite dire 
+ But whence have come 
the two vast streams of matter out of 
which have been evolved these stars 
that now move through space in such 
majestic procession? The hundreds of 
millions of stars that comprise these 
streams, are they “the sole ponderable 
‘occupants of space? However vast 
may be the system to which they belong, 
system itself is but a speck in 
illimitable «pace ; may it not be but 
one of millions of such systems that 
pervade the infinite? We do not know. 
nst thou by searching fin 
Canst thow know the Almighty unto 
perfection 2" 

PHYSIOLOGY.

The Taotai of Shanghai 
considered the matter an important one 
and the result was a proclamation by 
him. (Counsel read the translation of 
proclamation given in the “ North- 
China Daily News.”) Counsel asked 
the Qourt to remember that this pro 
clamation was not inaugurating any new 
law ; itwassimply declaring what the law 
really was. Mr. Teesdale proceeded 
to refer to cases tried in this Court, 
and then read Article VII of the 
C inl Treaty of Great Britain 
with China of 1892.

Perhap~ 
there was no other country in the 
world in which the ownership of any 
trade-mark or design was more vala- 
able than in the Empire of China, and 
for the reason that the Chinese w: 
very conservative in his business trans- 
actions. 

Mr. Morgan Phillips said that 
these statements were hardly necessary 
in an application for an injunction. 

The Magistrate asked for the pro- 
duction of the trade-marks. 

Mr. Teesdale said he wished to pat 
all the facts before the Court. 

Mr. Phillips replied that this was 
unnecessary ab this stage. 

The .\ssessor said that the Magistrate 
wished to be satisfied for the purposes 
of the present application as to whether 
the packets uanufactared by the defen- 
dants were or were not imnitations of 
the plaintiffs, gonds.

presented by Mr. T. Morgan Phillips. 

‘Wong Zung-foo stated that he was 
the proprietor of a rice-shop. His 
turnover was $80,000 to $90,000 per 
annum. He had known accused for 
five years ; he was a respectable business 
man. Witness signed the petition to 
the Conrt. 

Cross-examined—On an average 
witness went to see accused seven or 
eight times, or less, a month. Witness 
‘only had business relations with accused. 
Accused was Kung-soo in » certain 
district : witness was tot acquainted 
with it, 
Ming Ching-ziang stated that be 
wasa cultivator of land, Witness knew 
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the house where accused was arrested. 
Witness was at work on his land on 
the morning of the 23rd day of the 
sixth moon. Witness heard a distur- 
bance and went to sec what it was. 
He saw five or six men inside the fence 
and about twenty men outside. Seven 
or cight men had swords in their hands. 
Some of the men were asking accused 
for money. He refused to let them 
have it and they “threatened him, 
Witness was afraid and returned to his 
land. An hour or two later witness 
saw aman in a long gown; this man 
took hold of accused and led ‘him 
There were seven on eight men with 
rds following accused. After going 
the swords into 














Cross-examined—Witness’s Iand was 
Weet of the Oreek. He had not seen 
accused often in the district. Witness 
heard that the accused was the Kung- 
soo of the district. The gambling 
sheds were some 
witness's land; be isited them 
Witness described the 
land and the house where 
accused was arrested. When accused 
was asked for money he said he 
could only pay a little. Witness had 
not heard of an attempt to arrest 
accused on the night of the 22nd. 

Re-examined—Accused’s _rice-shops. 
mere not far distant from witness's 
place. Witness had never seen accused 
at the gambling sheds, or walking to 
or from them. 

Loh Zung-mei stated that he was 
the manager of the Ting Zung rice 
shop. ‘The annual turnover was abont 
$200,000. Witness gave evidence as 
to accused’s businesses and character. 

Crose-examined — Witness knew 
nothing of accused's private affairs. 
He saw, from the newspapers, that 
accused had been in trouble before. 

Re-examined—There was no con- 
nexion between the rice-shop business 
and gambling. Rice dealing was a 
respectable business. 

Yang Sou-foo (proprietor of the 
Teen Shen rice-hong; annual turnover 
$130,000 to $160,000); Tar Kee-chao 
(proprietor of the Tsao Fung rice-hong ; 
annual turnover $100,000): Tong 
Yung-foo (proprietor of the Zue Dah 
rice-hong ; annual turnover $50,000 to 
$60,000): Miao Ching-lin (general 
storekeeper in Wuchow Road ; annual 
turnover $3 
Sam Joe (general storekeeper in Broad- 
way ; annual turnover $300,000 to 
$400,000) also gave evidence as to 
accused's character. ‘They all stated 
that he was a respectable man. 

‘When cross-examined, Sam Joe said 
he had been eduested at the American 
School in Yokohama. He did not know 
how to play poker, and had never told 
the police he did. 

The Conrt adjourned until Friday 
morning.

‘Mr. Sparke 
of Messrs King, Simpson and 
Ramsey inspected the effects of 
the accused and he would tell the 
Court that he was satisfied that the 
house contained T! 000 worth of 
property at the time it was insured. 
‘The compradore of that firm would also 
give evidence that the accused Ching 
went to the office on the 17th instant 
at noon and presented his claim for 
$1,360. The goods alleged to have 
been on the premises and destroyed 
and he claimed. 
them. The accused made a» similar 
statement to witness which he took 
down in writing and now handed into 
Court. This statemant was made in 
the presence of accused Chang, who 
‘accompanied Ching and interpreted what 
he said in the presence of Mr. Sparke. 
Witness ascertained from the neigh- 
bours of accused that several barrow- 
loads of furniture and other goods were 
removed from the premises three days 
before the fire and at present it could 
easily be seen that everything had been 
cleared out before the fire ocenrred. In 
order to verify this statement he asked 
the Court again to inspect. the scene of 
the fire. The premises had been in- 
spected by an expert at the instance of 
the Insurance Company concerned and 
the Court would be furnished with 
evidence on that point. On far- 
ther ies being made witness 
located all the furniture in question in 
a house No. 9 Hankow Road. The 
furniture was removed to this house by 
the second accused, who stated that he 
was 8 shroff in the employ of Messrs. 
Moller Bros. On this witness asked 
for » remand.

OUR OLDER 
UNIVERSITIES. 


September 20. 

Ir is an interesting reflexion, 
not devoid of humour, that during 
the time in which the House of 
Lords has heen most bitterly attack- 
ed on charges of inefficiency and 
partiality, its debates have been 
most conspicuous for their breadth 
of thought and far-reaching ten- 
dencies. The discussion on the 
condition of the Navy, to which we 
referred recently, has been follow- 
ed by another, which if more 
academic in subject is not less 
nationally important, arising out of 
the Bishop of Birmingham’s re- 
quest that a Royal Commission be 
appointed to inquire into the 
endowment, administration and 
teaching of Oxford and (Cambridge 
with a view to their adaptation to 
modern requirements. Dr. Gore's 
contentions, set forth with all the 
eloquence of which he is master, 
may be summed up in a sentence ; 
that the Universities, in spite of 
recent alterations of system, have 
not kept pace with the revolution 
ary changes which have come into 
all conditions of modern life in the 
last thirty years, but are gradually 
falling out of touch with national 
requirements. It used to be claim- 
ed that Oxford and Golige 
were the training ground of the 
governing classes of the country 
—a phrase which had lately re- 
ceived a very wide extension, 
including for example the working 
classes ; and it was highly neces- 
sary to bring the Universities into 
direct relationships “ with all those 
who really desire to be students and 
to profit by the best education the 
country can afford.” Atithe present 
time the Universities were allowed 
beyond all toleration to become the 
playground of the idle rich whom 
it was desirable to repress, if not to 
exclude altogether 5 scholars 
originally designed for those who 
otherwise could not afford a Univer- 
sity career, fell largely to those 
whose parents had been able to pay 
for the most expensive education ; 


while in the general training of ; 





men for municipal and public life, 
the Universities were noticeably 
deficient. 

In the debate which ensned upon 
Dr. Gore’s speech it was inevitable 
that attention should be drawn to 
the extraordinary developments in 
scientific equipment and instruction 
which have been introduced at 
Cambridge in the last twenty-five 
years, and particularly in the pre- 
sent century. Last year, as the Bishop 
of Bristol pointed out, 180 men 
presented themselves in the two old 
triposes, mathematics and classics, 
against 465 men in the new tri- 
poses. But this, perhaps, is not 
precisely the kind of development 
which the Bishop of Birmingham 
desires ; nor indeed, are the best 
friends of Cambridge wholly satis- 
fied of her wisdom in showing such 
unrestrained enthusiasm for scien- 
tific pursuits. Dr. Gore expressly 
stipulated thatthe older Universities 
should not attempt to assimilate to 
the younger ones of the type of 
Leeds and Birmingham, bat “should 
retain that colour and character 

















which merciful traditior have 
Science is

and in so far as Cambridge exalts 
science to the exclusion of other 
schools she must lose something of 
that peculiar character which is at 
least as dear to her own sons as it 
can be to Dr. Gore.

‘ing Charles's head of all modern 
educational — discussion—naturally 
forced its way into the House of 
Lords, together with that other bug- 
bear of all reformers, excessive devo- 
tion to sport. The situation was 
admirably summed up by the Earl 
of Crewe in one of the tactful and 
far-secing speeches which he has 
accustomed us to expect from him ; 
the gist of which was that Govern. 
ment would not refuse a Royal 
Commission, if satisfied that such 
was really desired by the majority 
at Oxford and Cambridge ; but that 
in any event it would surely be 
well to await, for a few years, the 
result of the reforms which are 
already being tried. 
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We are all reformers nowadays, 
but differing considerably as to ow 
conceptions of reform. It is no 
doubt desirable that the Universities 
should keep in close touch with the 
whole of national life, that ther 
should throw themselves open ia 
earnest students of all ranks. Ba 
it may be pointed out that this is 
already being done by the sysem 
of County Council scholarships, 
which have set up a ladder, bard 
ascent it is trae, but not more w 
than prudence dictates at the pre 








sent experimental stage, which 
leads directly from Boar 
School to. the Fellows’ Common 


Room. The argument that scholar- 
ships fall most to those whose parent 
can afford the most expensive 
schooling, is hardly supported tr 
facts, in view of the immense list of 
honours won by the great Londea 
schools whose pupils are chielr 
day boys, paying most modersie 
fees. Even if this were not so, the 
uestion is still, as the Master of 
‘inity once said, how far porens 
can makeup for a false quantity. Bat 
it is in his strictures upon wellte 
do idlers that Dr. Gore’s criticisms 
appear to us least justifiable. ‘The 
weakest point of a strenuous age it 
that it fails to appreciate occasional 
dalliance at its proper worth. The 
percentage of those apparent 
idlers who are destined to remain 
always idle is comparatively small. 
Even of these it would be dao- 
gerous to say that their University 
training was wasted. With the 
vast majority of pass-men, the fer 
years spent at Oxford or Cam 
bridge have a certain broadening 
and steadying influence at a tras- 
tional time of life, which has a 
ultimate value to the 

tone of the nation far beyood 
that of mere scholarship. — Br 
humanizing processes, indeed, thr 
Universities may claim to le 
training men to better citizenship. 
than could be done by the mot 
enlightened teaching of politica 
and economical science. If reform 
are needed now, asit is obviow 
that from time to" time they mus 
be, they should surely be effected 
with the utmost caution. So tht 
in teaching men to know the mes 
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© Universities should not lose 
eir peculiar power of making 
em love the best.

Mr. Yang, 
Chinese Minister to Japan, telegraphed 
particalars to the Sbanghai Taotai 
‘and the latter instructed Mr. Kuan 
(Mixed Court Magistrate) to arrango. 
for the arrest of Yn Ling imme- 
diately pon hie arrival here by the 
N.Y. K.8. Yamaguchi Mara. Mr. 
Kuan issued a warrant and wrote to 
the Captain-Superintendent of Police, 
‘asking for the co-operation of the for- 
ign police in the execution of the 
warrant. The warraut was handed to 
Detective Reeves and he presented it to 
the Japanese Consul-General to be 
stamped in order that the arrest might 
tbe made on board the Japanese steamer. 
‘The Japanese Consul-General, however, 
refused to stamp the warrant, on the 
ground that the had received no com- 
munication whatever with regard to the 
case from the Japanese Government 
authorities, and pointed ont that if the 
offence with which Ya Ling was 
charged was committed in Japan he

THE BELFAST RIOTS. 

‘The great strike which has dis- 
organized trade in Belfast. for some 
weeks past culminated on Sunday a 
Monday in such serions rioting that 
the troops were compelled to. fire upon 
the mob, with the result that a man 
and ® woman were shot dead and at 
Teast one other man was fatally injured. 
Altogether during the strike hundreds 
of thonsands of pounds worth of damage 
must have been done directly and in- 
directly ; and there does not  xcem 
much donbt that the situation has been 
rendered far worse than it would other- 
wise have been by the Trate Di 
Act of last year which legalized picket 
ing. For the task of the police ix 
rendered mach harder when they have 
to determine, before interfer 
a picket ix engaged in peaceful 
persuasion or unlawful intimidati 
OF course the eternal Irish question 
had also entered into the conflic 
The mob, who attacked, and almost de- 
molished © police station, are declared to 
have been Nationalists and Ro 
Catholics to aman. Happily the dix 
affection which broke out for a time 
among the Royal Trish Constabulary, 
threatening to render the trouble far 
more serious, wax quelled before the 
mjschief had gone far ; and there was 
perfect discipline among the troops who 
were called upon to carry out the dis 
tressing duty of firing upon the people. 
Fortunately Mr. Birrel was able to 
announce to the House of Commons on 
Wednesday that there had been no’ 
renewal of the rioting, and the strike 
leaders had at length agreed to refer 
the question in dispute to arbitration. 
THE WATERFORD OUTRAGE. 

‘On the very next night an outras 
of a kind which hax not occurred 
Ireland now for some years ocearred in 
County Waterford, whence most of the 
police had been drafted for service 
in Belfast.

6.—To allow the Manchus to become 
merchants and dealers and do business in 
the samme way as their Chinese brethren, 
so that they may support themselves 
and their families without depending! 
upon their military pay, which will be 
gradually abolished during the course 
of the next ten years, 

7.—To encourage intermarriage 
between the Mancha and the Chinese 
officials. 
To enlist. both Manchus and 
Chinese for military service hereafter 
without distinction. 

9.—To convert Mongolia and Tibet 
into Chinese provinces after the model 
of the Three Eastern Provinces of 
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accepted unquestioningly. The rn 
tions are still in the bands of Pry 
Ching, who is having them prepars| 
submission to the Throne.
